OFFICIAL BONDS. 


Under the above heading the Carson 


-fribnne, af Tuesday evening, has the 
subjoined: 


A fraud and nuisance is the nea-s- 


sity of elective State and county officers 
being by law compelled tc file bonds for 
the faithful performance of their duties. 


It is true that to really ascertain the 


integrity of a man a trial is necessary, 
•but still it appears to us that were the 
law providing for bouds of officers re- 
pealed better men would be selected, 
and in the event of a defalcation occur- 
ring, surely the county or State had bet- 
.ter suffer than individuals, for under the 
present system good friends are often 
rnfcde bitter enemies by subscribing 
their names to bonds for proper man 
agement, and further than that finan- 
cially ruined on account of their kind 
acts, 


"State Treasurer Rhoades became 


heavy defaulter, and on his bonds were 
prominent men who had money anc 
power enough to influence the votes ol 
legislators in passing a relief bill. A 
bill was passed and Governor Bradley 
vetoed it, and it again passed the lower 
house, and men in the Senate, who now 
hold high heads, took coin—large coin 
—to assist in making a two-thirds ma 
jority in the upper house, and so the 
bill-became a law notwithstanding the 
objections ol the Chief Executive. Late 
Iv the bondsmen of Currick, the default 
ing Treasurer of Storey county, havi 
been released from their liabilities an< 
the county must suffer. 


If the Commissioners of a county do 


not properly exercise the duty of exam 
ining the books of the officials ever 
mouth, or if it is not a part of their bus 
iness so to do, let a board of examiner 
be elected and their duty be a thorough 
monthly examination of all account 
and the publication of a report. B, 
this means men in office would be mor 
careful in their business matters; thet 
would handle less money, and realiz 
the fact that a supervision of their act 
compelled them to the exercise of bolh 
judgment and promptitude.

planted in a single day "Arbor Day," 
t is called, or tree-planting day, the 
irst Tuesday of May having been fixed 
upon as the day, and every owner of 
land invited to devote the day especially 
to the planting of trees. Similar efforts 
bare beeu made in other States simi- 
larly situated in respect to a supply of 
forest. The great railway companies, 
whose roads stretch across the treeless 
prairies, have become in some instances 
large planters of trees, feeling the need 
of them both as sereins from the fierce 
storms that sweep down the Rocky 
Mountains, and as a source of supply 
for the ties which are constantly need- 
ing renewal. 


Tree planter's manuals ate printed 


and distributed freely, with a view to 
aid those who would plant by giviug 
them the experience already obtained in 
regard to the most profitable trees to 
plant and the b«st methods of planting. 
Thus in some places there is already 
quite a movement in the right direction. 
In the reports of planting the figures 
make an imposing aggregate. Bat n 
liberal discount needs to be made for 
the probable failure of a large percent- 
age of the trees planted. But even 
with the most generous estimate iu re- 
gard to the work of planting, what ia 
accomplished as yet is bat a fraction of 
what is to be done. It is but the feeble 
beginning of a vast work. The talk is 
of millions of trees planted. 
This 


sounds well. Bat a good many trees 
can be planted upon an acre, and the 
latest estimates put tbe annual decrease 
of our forest area at seven million acres, 
bo that Minnesota with all her ardor iu 
this work, has only planted one tree for 
every acre of trees destroyed. An area 
equal to that of tho State of Maryland 
is every year swept clear of its trees. 
This is a large section to be taken year- 
ly out of our forest resources. 
With al' 


the interest and energy manifested by 
the young West on this subject, stimu- 
lated by the most pressing need, we are 
only planting one acre while thirty-five 
are laid bare by the axe and by fire 
And we must consider also that the 
work of destruction goes on at an in-
